When, Mrs. Emma Hardinge Britta Ing 
her recent Jecturesin New Zealand,explatn.

fon with our dead.” Evidoncesof thesums 
fact exist in tha early histories of many ra- 
ces, It naked why they bellt ve In spirit com · 
munion, they answer that they have cor ; 
muned with spirits, Max Muller in his 
ance of Religion cites tha testimony ofa 
-tolealonary among the Zulus, to the point 
that a Zulu bellovea that victory in war 
comes from having pleased his. (deceased) 
ancestors; defeat from having offended them. 
But he knowa nothing of a God, or of.any 
cause for the phenomena of nature other 
than his dead father.

Boerates and Plato did not differ in 
thelr posltions concorning it from Luther 
and Zoellner, Confucius did not spend 
three yearain unremittingeommunlon with 
the spirit of his doceased mother without 
baving some evidence that he could Booom- 
mune.

became known to Europe, tha reasmblance 
both In the jingle ofthe namq and tho facts 
of history, waa so Btriking that, Obristinn 
theologians angrity.danounced this new 
found Christna as a copy af Christ, and an 
astronomer named Bentley. a contomporary, 
we believe, of Nawton, schieved great pop- 
ularity nt the hands of the Ohurch, hy en- 
tering into an astronomical calculation of 
tho birth of Christna, so ns to muke it in 
the 6th century after Christ, and po the 
Church militant was enabled to assume for 
A brief season the gracoful dignity of the 
Church triumphant. But, alas! poor Bent- 
ley was forced by an overwhelming coneur- 
rence of testimony, to back down ‘from hls 
astronomical calculation, which he did by 
pisclog the birth of Obristna, from the as- 
tronomien! incidenta which stand recorded 
In connection with that event, some att 
years earlier than that of Jesus. "Sclo’

William E. Thomas, or Baldwyn, Mias., want 
to Jeífersonville, Indiana, accompanted by 
Mr. Garner Wataon. On reaching the house 
of the medIum-—a lady —anorvant met them 
at the door, and soon after they wore seated 
the medium came In. Mr. Thomas told her 
at once without introducing himself or Mr. 
Watann, that they desired to hold communt, 
catiun with any friends they might have in 
tho spirit-Innd, 1f any wert present.

short time the mediam sald that a lady de- 
tired to speak to Mr. Thomas. He told the 
medium to have her proceed, wheroupon the 
usual writlng table was put In position and 
in a moment. ho recelved a note of greeting 
from Mra.

Ho then asked her about the loss of her life 
and of her family’s, ^ She stated that on tha 
Saturday night when the terriblo affair oc- 
ourred, that she and tho children had gone 
to bed when some one rapped at the door. 
That her husband opened tho door tnd waa 
Btruck in & moment by a negro who knock- 
od him to tho floor and then killed him with 
a knife That almost immediately, two ne- 
Rroes roshed tu and killed her and her two 
children, That tho housa was then set on 
fre, after what money they had in it was 
obtained, and as stated.

Intenvely philanthrople minda, who want in 
nome way to make a living by levying toll 
on the money that can be begged from the 
rich for the rellef of the poor, it is probable 
that happlness [s in no way so well promot- 
od as by each person being set vigorously to 
work to promote his own happiness. The 
enormous sums which have been collected 
from the tax-payers and producers of the 
country during twenty years pase to sus- 
tain the herole policies of the Bouthern and 
Northern factions combined, upon the slav, 
ery question, amount probably to more than 
the total value of all the ren! and personal 
property existing in the country in 1800. 

Gen. Banks, fo his recent speech in hi- 
cago, estimated tho total expenses of the 
war qn both aides at Atty thousand millions 
of dollars, whereas the total vide uf the 
real and personal property of the country in 
1800, was only a third of that sum, and in 
18:0 about two-thirds of that sum. We
